Commissioner evelt gives 
assurance that “ninety-two per 
cent of the clerks, 80 appointed un- 
der the last administration have been 
retained. It recalls with satisfaction, 
the action of the Attorney-General in 
sustaining the Civil Ser vice Commis- 
sion, in revocation of appointments 
made in defiance of the reform law 
and the indictment of persons for re- 


ceiving political contributions, the ex- 
planation of the Civil Service 
Commission before the House 


Committee, and congratulates the 
country upon the choice of 
commissioners by the present adminis- 
tration. While according to the na- 
tional administration greatest credit 
for whatever advances that have been 
made, the League says it, is not neces- 
sary to remind the country that 
pledges made by the successful party 
at the last election have been dis- 
regarded and the reform system not 
been extended; the spirit and purpose 
of reform has not only not been ob- 
served in all executive departments, 
but often violated. Laws at variance 
with reform legislation bave not been 
repealed, nor has there been any prop- 
osition for a repeal. Against this 
the League records an unqualified pro- 
test. 

The removal of postmasters for no 
other cause than political opinions or 
party affiliations, resulting in the parti- 
san devastation of important branches 
of the public service. is a breach of faith 
with the country and a grave offense 
against pure politics and the interest 
of efficient public service. The impor- 
tant duty of taking the census should 
have been committed to officers se- 
lected because of fitness, and with no 
regard to political or partisan con- 
siderations. ‘the League urges the 
friends of reform to press upon the 
public attention and Congress the re- 
peal of laws prescribing fixed terms of 
office, which were designated to facili- 
tate partisan changes without. the 
odium of express and positive

W ASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Acting Secretary Batch- 
eller has written the Secretary of State 
in regard to tho question submitted to 
our Consul-General at London by the 
secretary of the Chamber of Commerce 
of that city concerning manufacturers’ 
additional statements required under 
the Customs Administrative act. It 
appears that the form of such state- 
ment, No. 171,“ prescribed by the 
Treasury Departmont, provides for dec- 
latation by the manufacturer of mer- 
chandise, consigned for sale by him or 
his account to persons in the United 
States, showing actual cost of produc- 
tion and shipment itemized. 

The London Chamber of Commerce 
desires that, in lieu of the above dec- 
laration, our customs authorities ac- 
cept the following declaration: That 
for trade reasons I decline to give my 
consignee the particulars asked for, but 
am willing to give the same to the 
United States Consul-General for his 
It was repre- 
sented to the Consul-General by the 
consignors that it is unfair to require 
them to give the consignees informa- 
tion as to the cost of production and 
all elements entering into such cost, 
and it is destructive of the natural 
laws of commerce and trade for them 
to do it.

„As the form of declaration prescribed 
by your (State) department is confined 
to particulars required by section 8 of 
the act of June 10, 1890, to be specified 
in the official statement of affairs, and

VITAL STATISTICS. 


Health Officer MacGowan's Report 
for September. 

Health Officer MacGowan has com- 
piled-his monthly report of vital statis- 
tics for the city for September. The 
total number of deaths is given as 62, 
which, on a population of 51,000. is at 
the annual rate of 14.58 per 1000. Of 
this number 13 were from zymotic dis- 
eases, 21 from constitutional diseases 
19 from local diseases, 5 from de- 
velopmental diseases and 1 from acci- 
dent or violence. Eleven were under 
one year of age,3 were from one to 
two years, 2 were from two to. five 
years, 1 five to ten years, 4 ten to 
twenty years, 22 twenty to forty-five 
years, 15 forty-five to sixty-five years 
and 4 were sixty-five years or over. 

Thirty-six of the deaths were males 
and 26 females, of which 14 were na- 
tives of Los Angeles, 4 of the Pacific 
coast, 20 of the Atlantic States 24 for- 
eign born. As to race, 56 were Cau- 


The greatest number of deaths from“ 
any one cause, 18, was from consump- 
tion, one of whom was a native of the 
Pacific coust, 11 of the remainder be- 
ing foreign born, including 5 China- 
men. 

Seven cases of contagious diseases 
were reported during the month, of 
which 1 was scarlet fever gud 6 diph- 
theria. 

During the month there were 74 
births, of which 35 were males and 38 
females, all white with the exception 
of one colored female. Thers were 
6 still births, all white, of which 4 
were males and 2 females. |

Everybody now-a-days has read of 
the astonishing feats of hpynotism, but 
few have witnessed such a trying test 
of it as was given yesterday by 
Dr. G. T. Mohn in the presence of 
William Lundberg the electrician and 
a representative of Tum TIMES.

About 11 o' clock yesterday morning 
Miss O. took a seat in the operating 
chair of Dr. Swift, a dentist whose office 
is in the Allen block, corner of Spring 
and Temple streets. She was suffering 
considerable pain and wasin a very 
nervous condition, but seemed per- 
fectly willing tosubject herself to the 
Operation. 

As a preliminary, Dr. Swift took one 
of his little probes and prodded around 
the ailing tooth in that fiendish way 
which dentists have, until he touched 
the nerve — with the usual result. 
Then he examined the teeth of the 
upper jaw, and by the time he had got 


| through he had stirred up several 


other evil-disposed molars, bicuspids 
and incisors,aud the whole row of 
them set to aching until a couple of 
big tears of misery stood in the poor 
girl’s eyes. The pain was not inflicted 
wantonly, it may be said, but as a 
necessary measure to determine the 
condition of her teeth. 

'n soon stop all that.“ said Dr. 
Mohn, as he stepped to the back of the 
operating chair, while the dentist tem- 
porarily suspended operations. 
Dr. Mohn is a rather tall. well- 
formed man, with a bearing which sug- 

ests at once a soldier and a scholar. 
ith a thoughtful, serious cast of 
countenance, he has the unmistakable 
marks of a man of equable tempera- 
ment, strong willand magnetic force. 
His hair and rather ample moustache, 
originally dark, are rapidly turning to 
iron gray and bis eyes shade off from 
blue to brown. 
Dr. Mohn having doffed his coat to 
give him greater freedom of action, 
reached around the. lady’s head on 


both sides, and, laying the tipp ot bis | 
fingers Ras. shin

of the ears, At the conclusion of each 
double pass he snapped the fingers 
and thumb of each hand quickly and 
then repeated the movement. Not 
many passes had been made until the 
observers could note that the skin on 
the side of the lady’s face began to be 
suffused as though by accelerated cir- 
culation. In about two minutes the 
lady said, ‘Well, the pain is all gone, 
‘any way.” 

“Certainly,” said the doctor, ‘‘that 
was a foregone conclusion; it had to 
stop.“ 

Then he proceeded to chat pleasantly 
with his subject and with others in the 
room while he continued his manipula- 
atlons. My object,’’ he explained, 
is not to put the subject to sleep and 
thus deaden all consciouness, but I 
wish to produce local anzesthesia—in 
other words to suspend the sensibility 
of the nerves of the jaw, and, in fact, 
to cut off their communication with 
the brain, while leaving all of 
the other faculties active. For 
this reason I continue my manipula- 
tion rather long because I wish the ef- 
fect to be deep and certain. No, I do 
not attempt to follow the course of the 
nerves in my movement. In fact the 
operation is more one of the will than of 
physical contact. I simply will 
that the nerves of the face be insen- 
sible, and the movement of my fingers is 
in accordance with this will and as an 
accessory in fixing my mind on the 
subject. There undoubtedly is mag- 
netism in the finger tips, but this is 
not the controlling force. A person 
may be magnetized without physical 
contact at all.

_ After thoroughly . apesthizing the 
jaw (the process occupying about four 
minutes,) Dr. Mohn commanded the

not to go to sleep. Then he motioned 
to the dentist to begin operations. 
Dr. Swift took up his little probe and 
inserted it into the cavity of the ailing 
without exciting any 
sensitiveness. Then, laying hold of 
his lancet, he cut the gums away from 
the tooth and with his forceps deftly 
extracted it. There was not a twitch 
of a muscle in the lady’s face, not a 
align of exclamation or outcry—in fact 
re ye to show that she was sensible 
of pain. | 

Now, you can close your mouth and 
open your eyes,“ sau Dr. Mohn, and 
the patient looked up in a nervous, un- 
way. 

“Are you ready ave the tooth 
pulled?” be asked. 

„es,“ she answered, with the ut- 
most innocence. 

* — think you can stand it now? 

“Vas.” 

„Well, there is alittle blood in your 
mouth; spit it out and the dentist will 
begin.“ 

As the lady f®llowed his instruc- 


tions she suddenly realized what had 


There could be no more indubitable 
roof that she Had been entirely obliv- 
ous to the operation. 

I had her close her eyes.“ the docter 
explained, “so that she would not see 
the instruments and thus realize what 
was goingon. I will leave her face 
under the magnetic influence ‘so that 
she may feel no pain. It will graduall 
wear off, but by that time there will 
be left no remnant of ache or soreness. 

All present, ifelnuding the dentist. 
‘and the patient declared that the dem- 
onstration of hypnotic power had been 
eminently successful. 

Dr. ohn, however, gave some 
other tests which were quite remark- 
able. By manipulating one finger of 
his subject and straightening it out he 
made it perfeetly rigid, so that she 
could not bend if when commanded to 
do so—could not, in fact, flex it by 
using ber other hand in the effort; but 
she complained of pain in the muscles 
of the hand and wrist when attempt- 
ing to do so. 3 

„ou would break the finger if you 
applied force enough.“ explained the 
hypnotist, “but you could not bend the 
joint.“ 

A pass or two of the operator, how- 

ever, was sufficient to place the finger 
in a normally flexible condition. 
In a similar manner the patient’s 
left arm was extemded and made so 
rigid that she could not flex it by her 
utmost exercise of will. 

Another test Was performed in this 
way: Dr. Mohn took from his pocket a 
silver half dollar and, laying it on the 
back of his patient’s hand, traced an 
Outline of its periphery with a soft 
pencil. Then he Magnetized the skin 
within the circle so that it was not 
sensible to the prick of a pin, while all 
around this 7 the normal sensitive- 
ness prevailed.

Dr. Mohn eonfimued at some length 
to detail wonderful effects which he 
had accomplished by hypnosis, includ- 
ing a number of @xXperiments that are 
familiar to thoss Who are posted on 
this subject. He also told of a deli- 
cate surgical operation which he had 
performed by it, and which had ex- 
cited much interest and comment on 
the part of the medical profession dt 
the ti It would require a skilled 
physician and the medium of a medi- 
cal journal to set forth the operation 
for adequate comprehension.

to pay. Appropriations are freely 
made for rivers and harbors, or to help 
manufacturers, but the farmer, whose 
industry is the foundation of all our 
prosperity—nay, even of life itself—is 
put off with fair words. Small won- 
der then, that the Farmers’ Alliance 
is rapidly becoming a power which pol- 
iticians of both parties regard with 
anxiety. 

In its issue of Sunday last, the Sac- 
ramento Record-Union contained a

During the deeade from 1860 to 1870 the 
percentageof personal property found on 
the assessment roll was an average of 
about 46 percent. In 1861 it reached 49.62 
per cent., that is to say, in 15861, of every 
one hundred dollars upon the assessment 
roll, $49.62 represented personal and 250.38 
represented real property. Thus the bur- 
den of taxation upon the two classifications 
of wealth was about equally divided. In 
that year the rate of State taxation was 6) 
cents on each one hundred dollars. The 
77 of assessable property was $174,- 
104,955. In 1890 the total assessed value of 
property in California was about $1,200,009, - 

or equal to seven times the aggregate 
of 1861, and the rate of taxation is 72.2 cents 
on the hundred dolla Or to state this in 
adifferent form, with seven times the as- 
sessed value of property in the State, the 
rate has increased from 60 cents on each 
one hundred dollars to 72.2. If the rate had 
remained the same as in 1861 it would have 
been equivalent to seven times 60 cents 
or $4.20. on the hundred, on the basis of 
governmental expenditures in 1861. 


Thus, the real estate is carrying 85 
per cent. of the burden of government, 
and tha wealth represented by per- 
sonal property is in hiding. Again, 
the cost of the State, county and mu- 
nicipal governments of the State has 
been ascertained to be 822,000,000 per 
annum. Of this sum, the real estate 
is paying about $19,000,000, and the 
personal property about %3,000,000. 
The charge of $12.000,000 for mort- 
gages brings the total annual burden 
on real estate to $31,000,000. }
